42-Day Drought Ends: 


Heavy Storms Cause Widespread Property Damage Here 


The heaviest concentration 
of storms of the season pound- 
ed through the south county 
late last week, ending a 42-day 
drought, dumping more than 
four inches of rain on the area 
and doing some damage. 


A home was demolished by 


a mud slide in Portola Valley | 


but emergency calls to fire- 
men and the observations of 
other emergency workers in- 
dicated that the greatest 
amount of flooding took 
place in Atherton, where the 
Atherton drainage canal ov- 


erflowed and some houses 
had to be evacuated. 


During the worst part of the 
storm last Thursday, Middle- 
field Road in that city had to 
be closed for several hours and 
other streets also were under 
several inches of water. 

The Menlo Park sewage 
treattment plant recorded 
‘rainfall at 3.93 inches. 

Since rainfall usually in- 
creases farther west in Menlo 
Park, it appeared that parts of 
Weodside might have felt as 
much as six or seven inches of 
precipitation in the 72 hours 
during which the storm was 
concentrated.

Transportation 


Menlo Park School District 
trustees Monday asked that 
the administration work tenta- 
tively toward possible acquisi- 
tion of district-cowned pupil 
transportation equipment. 

Acquisition of two large bus- 
es would be required to make 
tthe district’s own transporta- 
tion system operable, district 
business manager John Rich- 
ert reported. 

The use of common carrier 
for bus transportation has been 
a practice of the past several 
years, Richert reported, and on 
the whole has been satisfac- 
tory. However, it leaves some 
inflexibility in scheduling, bus- 
es are not distinctively paint- 
ed, there are no flashing red 
lights on them and equipment 
is not subject to periodic in- 
spection by the highway pa- 
trol.

Good Area Planning Should 
Know No Political Boundaries 


Good planning knows no political boundaries. At 
least that’s the way it should be. 

Thus, it was encouraging to hear recent requests by 
the Portola Valley Association and San Mateo Planning 
Commission that Palo Alto be more neighborly in the future 
development of its foothill area. 

The requests refer to Palo Alto’s proposed preliminary 
general plan that includes development of the area around 
Arastradero Road, adjoining Portola Valley. The plan 
worries the valley association because of a provision for 
three homesites per acre in an area roughly 1500 acres in 
extent. The valley’s minimum is one homesite per acre. 

The association has asked Palo Alto planners to delay 
action on the plan in view of a new county planning study 
of Portola Valley. The study is expected to get underway 
this spring. 

The association also has asked that San Mateo County 
planners coordinate their valley study with the one for 
Palo Alto in bringing the neighborliness full circle. 

A suggestion from the San Mateo County planners 
that the future development of Alpine Road could be an 
attractive parkway, with Los Trancos Creek as a median 
strip, also should be noted as a move toward intelligent 
planning. Since the county line follows the creek, Santa 
Clara and San Mateo Counties would share the load of any 
future freeway traffic.

School Need Still Here 
In Spite of Decline 


The school population trend in the Ravenswood City 
School District is currently going against the statewide tide. 
tide. 

That is, it’s leveling off, if not actually dropping, while 
most districts in the state are trying to handle a flood of 
students. 

The student population trends here have led the 
school board and Supt. of Schools Roderic V. Moore 
to delay an election to qualify the district for a state 
loan to. finance further school facility construction. 

At the same time, Moore and the board have promised 
to keep close watch on population. They want to be ready 
to call an election when they beleieve it is necessary. 

One can understand their hesitancy in going ahead at 
this time. School bond elections, even those which wouldn't 
change the tax rate (ours is in this category), have been 
having rough sledding. 

We are of the opinion that there are certain 
school needs in the district which are not now being 
met. 

Although overall student population is leveling off, 
Brentwood School still has a student body that seems to us 
to be too large for the usual elementary school. 

And adjacent Garden Oaks School for seventh and 
eighth graders sorely needs a multi-use building. 

The boys and girls there are getting very little, if any, 
exercise when the weather is bad. And there’s no place 
except classrooms to eat lunch when the rain is coming 
down. 

We know that the school board is fully aware of 
the district needs. It is the board which must balance 
these needs against the prospects of successfully con- 
ducting a school bond campaign. 

We feel sure that theyll keep the public aware of any 
change in their thinking and not delay a final decision on 
school needs indefinitely.

The city’s special arrange- 
ments for stormy weather got 
a pretty good workout last 
week, as one of the most in- 
tense storms of the past few 
years lashed the area. 

It wasn’t a severe storm by 
the standards of some parts of 
the country; California rain 
storms aren’t. But there are 
some inconveniences and some 
modifications in the schedules 
of workers are required. 

Too, there are minor emer- 
gencies. Trees fall onto the 
public right of way; storm 
drains get clogged and some 
public property may be dam- 
aged. 

The usual order of business 
was recounted late last week 
by City Manager John Johnson, 
who said that the city’s depart- 
ments performed in normal 
“storm time” fashion last 
week. 

There weren’t any major 
emergencies, but police, 
street and pa:. 5 ‘epartment 
workers fou: ‘hemselves 
with some special ,:vblems. 

As it became apparent that 
the storm was going to be a 
heavy one, calls started arriv- 
ing at the municipal switch- 
board telling of blown-down 
limbs, large puddles and the 

like from various parts of 
town. 

The switchboard operator di- 
rected these to the proper de- 
partments; the street depart- 
ment getting the gutter unclog- 
ging assignments and the parks 
departmetn getting calls where 
it appeared some limbs might 
have to be removed from the 
public right of way. 

There weren’t many calls of 
either type last week; earlier 
storms usually reveal the weak 
spots on trees and the worst

of the stoppages in drainage 
systems. 

There was a report of a 
woman who fell on the side- 
walk in front of her home, 
knocking herself unconsci- 
ous. The police got this one 
and called an ambulance. 

During non-business hours 
when the city’s switchboard is 
closed, the emergency calls 
went to the police department. 

The dispatcher there, after 
5 p.m., is in radio contact iwth 
three street department vehi- 
cles which might be on patrol 
in the city, looking for trouble. 
If they’re not out on such trips 
or answering emergency calls, 
the men who drive them are 
within reach by telephone. 

But during the height of last 
Thursday’s storm, until mid- 
night, there were only two 
trucks and two men patrolling. 

Water covered the floors of 
some buildings at El Camino 
Real and Cambridge Avenue at 
one point and the city crews 
could have provided sand bags 
had they known the water was 
going to rise as high as it did, 
Johnson said. 

What happened in this 
cose was that the level of 
San Francisquito Creek rose 
to the point where it backed 
up water in the drain that 
serves that area, and the wa- 
ter rose very quickly. 

The city doesn’t have many 
bags to distribute in such emer- 
gencies, but there really aren’t 
too many trouble spots of this 
type, Johnson explains. 

If the storm had been more 
severe other men would have 
been added to the “emergency 
force.” These would have been 
city employees, except in the 
case of where a_ specialist 
might be required. 

Thus, the street department 
maintains lists of names of 
emergency workers such as 
chain saw operators, cutting 
torch experts, and people who 
cane make derricks, tow trucks 
and bulldozers available at any 
hour of the day or night. 

Meanwhile, the city’s police 
radio operator monitors calls 
of other emergency organiza- 
tions. The utility companies us- 
ually are called direct when 
there’s a wire blown down and 
the firemen respond and stand 
by until repairs are made. 

But sometimes there’s a 
need also for police to direct 
traffic around the hazard and 
sometimes, too, the downed 
wire might best be dealt with 
if branches are cut away. So 
other workers might be call- 
ed in, 

Actually, Johnson said, the 

city maintains no budget to 
provide overtime pay for the

BARRIERS ARE DOWN 


Editor, the Recorder: 

Many people remember the statement of Artie Samish 
published years ago, in a national magazine, that he, repre- 
senting the liquor industry, had more power than the Gover- 
nor of California. Evidently the Samish days are here 
again! 

How many people know that a protest of a liquor 
license to the Alcoholic Control Board, appointed by the 
Governor, is worthless unless notarized and sent by regis- 
tered mail! A letter sent by regular mail to Sacramento is 
ignored. 

The late Dr. A. O. Sanders and the late Mr. Otis Linn 
were aware of the subterfuge in “posting and publishing 
notice of intent to engage in the sale of alcoholic beverages.” 
They stated that these notices on the “premises” were 
always posted in some inconspicuous place. The “publica- 
tion notice” to meet the “letter of the law” was usually 
discovered in fine print among legal notices in some paper 
not read by the general public. 

Palo Alto and Menlo Park owe a debt of gratitude to 
these dedicated individuals who “cared” that liquor stores 
not have the right to do business near schools and churches. 
These men always alerted the Woman’s Club of Palo Alto, 
the Council of United Church Women and others. Many 
licenses were denied because they “registered” their pro- 
tests. 

In reply to recent letters to Gov. Brown protesting the 
“Break in the Dry Zone,” the Governor’s secretary goes to 
great length to try to justify this action by explaining that 
not a single protest was filed after due publication, etc., 
and that public hearings were held in San Jose and no 
protests! How absurd for the Governor and A. B.C. to 
expect protests when the public was apparently purposely 


uninformed. 


This has always been their pattern. Now that Dr. 
Sanders and Mr. Linn are gone, there is no one to “watch” 
the situation in our area. There are still many citizens who 
may care enough to write the Governor and let him know 
that in the last analysis he is responsible! 

We are grateful that Gov. Knight had the courage to 
veto a bill cleared by the Legislature in 1956 to grant the 
Shattuck Hotel a license.

World TV Plan Bared Here 


A satellite communications 
system including ground termi- 
nals in South America may be 
the key that unlocks the doors 
to expanded trade between na- 
tions and the western hemis- 
phere in the next 10 years. 

That’s the opinion of Gerd 
Wallenstein of Atherton, vice 
president of Lenkurt Electric 
Co., Inc., the General Tele- 
phone & Electronics Corpora- 
tion telecommunications man- 
ufacturing subsidiary in San 
Carlos. 

The communications industry 
executive has just returned 
from an extensive five-week 
trip to South America. 

He believes that within a 
decade, business communica- 
tions between hemispheric na- 
tions could become as common 
as those now taking place be- 
tween American firms—simply 
because the facilities are avail- 
able to the developing nations. 

“Past experience indicates 
that whenever the communi- 
cations industry provides ex- 
panded facilities, business 
communications also tend to 
increase beyond the require- 
ments forecasted originally,” 
Wallenstein says. ‘ 

Wallenstein, a frequent U.S. 
delegate to the International 
Telephone and Telegraph Con- 
sultative Comittee (known as 
CCITT) and the International 
Consultative Committee on Ra- 
dio (CCIR), conferred with top 
government officials and indus- 
try leaders in Colombia, Chile, 
Argentina, Uruguay, Brazil, 
and Venezuela. 

(The two technical commit- 
tees establish staridards to as- 
sure that communications sys- 
tems operated by different na- 
tions are compatible.) 

He also lectured at the Uni- 
versity of Chile in Santiago, 
where he discussed the techni- 
cal aspects of a satellite system 
and the access the system would 
provide to telephones in the 
various countries. 
‘SYNCHRONOUS’ 

Wallenstein says he believes 
the synchronous type of satel- 
lite holds the greatest promise, 
because it permits fixed-beam 
communications with a greater 
number of ground stations. 

The synchronous satellite 
system calls for orbiting along 
a path paralleling the equator, 


at an altitude of 22,300 miles. 
At this distance, the satellite 
would be traveling at the same 
angular velocity as the earth’s 
rotation. Thus, the satellite 
would appear to be stationary, 
although it actually would be 
moving through space at about 
6,900 miles per hour. 

Although it would take 
three of these high-altitude 
synchronous satellites to cov- 
er the globe, Wallenstein says 
that one satellite orbited 
over the Atlantic at 22 de- 
grees west longitude would 
cover about 100 countries— 
or 92 per cent of the world’s 
telephones. 


The coverage provided by 
this satellite would be an el- 
liptically shaped area covering 
all or major portions of the 
United States, Canada, Mexico 
and South America, Europe, 
Africa, and part of Asia. 

Wallenstein said that one of 
the problems of satellite com- 
muncations — echos resulting 
from the transmission delay 
over the great distance — has 
already been solved. 

With a satellite 22,300 miles 
from earth, the echo would re- 
turn to the telephone speaker 
on earth in about % second, 
and disrupt conversation. 

Wallenstein said Lenkurt has 
produced an advanced echo 
suppressor for government re- 
search programs, and that this 
suppressor was tested success- 
fully with Telstar. 

LOOPED 

By looping the signal from 
Andover, Maine, to Telstar 
back and forth six times, a 
transmission path comparable 
to that of a stationary satellite 
was achieved. 

During the actual test, Wal- 
lenstein said, the equivalent 
distance varied from 21,000 to 
28,000 miles as Telstar passed 
over Andover. The echo sup- 
pressor performed as satisfac- 
torily as it did in Lenkurt’s 
laboratory tests. 

Wallenstein says the first at- 
tempt to place a satellite in 
synchronous orbit with the 
earth will be made by the U.S. 
early in 1963. 

An improved model, Syn- 
com II, is now being developed, 
and will have the ability to 
handle up to 2,400 two-way tel- 
ephone channels simultaneous- 


ly, or four television channels, 
or various combinations of the 
two. This is in comparison to 
the 340 voice circuits now avail- 
able by the very-long-wave ra- 
dio, short-wave radio, and sub- 
marine cables

All local property owners in- 
terested in this project are 
urged to be present at this time 
to take part in the discussion. 

The meeting is in accord 
with the expressed desire of 
many people to have the high- 
way widened from the San 
San Francisquito Creek bridge 
to Redwood City, where it al- 
realy has been widened. It is 
pointed out that this section 
of the highway is a bottleneck 
and that there is an extremely 
dangerous spot just north of 
the bridge, where many per- 
sons have been killed, owing 
to the fact that there is an ele- 
ven foot drop from the bridge, 
which obscured the view of 
drivers of fast moving cars 
from the wide highway in San- 
ta Clara County onto the nar- 
row street in Menlo Park. 

All those interested should 
be at the firehouse in Redwood 
City on the designated evening 
in order to get a first hand 
view of the facts as they will 
be presented.

Culture Saleable: 


'Uncultured American’ Image 


Shattered, SRI 


The image of the uncultur- 
ed American has been shatter- 
ed by a statistical bludgeon. In 
the Unied States today there 
are more piano players than li- 
censed fishermen and as many 
painters as hunters. 


These new facets of the| 
Yank were turned up in a re-| 
cent study by Stanford Re-| 
search Institute. 


And there’s more. 

—Twice as many Ameri- 
cans attend concerts and re- 
citals as see major league 
ball games. 


—tThere are more theater 
goers than boaters, skiers, 
golfers and skindivers com- 
bined. 


Arnold Mitchell, SRI econo- 
mist, reported recently to the 
Institute’s associate companies 
that 120 million Americans at- 
tend cultural events annually, 
and as many as 50 million are 
active amateur artists of one 
sort or another. 

The market for “the arts” 
currently runs around $2.5 bil- 
lion a year. Mitchell predicted 
that the trends toward culture 
will create a total arts market 
of about $7 billion by 1970. 

One cause of all this admira- 
ble activity is increased expos- 
ure to the arts, Mitchell said— 
exposure ‘with a vividness 
and realness never before pos- 
sible.” Television, hi-fi, maga- 
zines, and radio are only a few 
of the media employed. 

For example, the number of 
educational television stations 
and educational FM radio sta- 
tions jumped from 82 in 1950 
to 245 in 1960. 

MAJOR FACTOR 

But the urge to express per- 
sonal creativity is also a major 
factor. Mitchell believes that 
Americans will turn increas- 
ingly to the arts as a means of 
attaing both social status and 
personal satisfaction. This 
trend, he suggests, reflects the 
U.S. consumer’s growing dis- 
enchantment with mass-pro- 
duced goods — cars, boats, and 
th elike — as status symbols. 

He also credits increasing 
civic pride and industry’s alert- 
ness to art values as contribut- 
ing factors. 

“Business,” he said, “is mold- 
ing consumer tastes through 
its products, its advertising, its 
packaging, its building, and its 
corporate images.” 

City governments are rea- 
dy to satisfy this new appe- 
tite for the arts. Mitchell 
stated that some cities spend 
up to $5 million annually in 
supporting local cultural ev- 


ents. More indication is the 
boom in construction of mu- 
nicipal auditoriums. The 
SRI eonomist estimates that 
roughly 1000 theaters and 
and multi-purpose art build- 
ings will be built in the U.S. 
and Canada in the coming 
decade, at acost of $4 bililon. 

The individual himself, how- 
ever, is becoming the big 
spender on the arts. Indeed, his 
outlay for culture rose by well 
over 100 per cent between 1953 
and 1960, Mitchell said twice 
as fast as spending on all rec- 
reation, and better than six 
times as fast as outlays for 
spectator sports. 

Nor is the American only 
purchasing admission tickets. 
He’s strumming, daubing, car- 
ving, acting, singing on his 
own. Mitchell estimated that 
among those 50 million Amer- 
icans who actively participate 
in amateur art activities, play- 
ers of musical instruments — 
52 million — are most numer- 
ous. There are about 15 mil- 
lion Sunday painters, sketch- 
ers, or sculptors, a million 
“at” photographers, and half 
a million amateur actors. 
BROADENED 

Much of this activity Mitch- 
ell attributes to “instant suc- 
cess” products — things like 
the chord attachment for pia- 
nos or automatic light meters 
and zoom lenses for home mo- 
vie cameras. “These devices 
come close to making a pro 
out of a duffer, and hence 
have hugely broadened con- 
sumer appeal,” Mitchell said. 

Recalling Walt Whitman’s 
line — “To have great poets, 
there must be great audiences, 
too” — Mitchell referred to 
the growing art buyer group. 
His figures indicate a rapid en- 
largement of this group in the 
next decade, and he cited 
trends that would suggest the 
group will become considera- 
bly more sophisticated. 

Thus, the supposedly crude 
American has taken vigorously 
to the arts. “I find it somehow 
quaint,” Mitchell said, “that

Given a continuation of the 
current trends, Mitchell be- 
lieves that “the conspicuous 
consumption of yesteryear may 
turn into tomorrow’s conspicu- 
ous aesthetics.” 


County TB Assn. 
Fund Drive Hits 
New High-$90,000 


“Mopping up” operations 
during the next two months 
are expected to bring the 1962 
Christmas Seal campaign close 
to its $100,000 goal, according 
to drive co-chairmen Leonard 
and Alfred Moskovitz. 

“We have reached the $90,- 
000 mark,” Leonard reported 
today, “which is higher than 
the total of any Christmas 
Seal drive in the San Mateo 
County TB Association’s his- 
tory.” 

His twin brother, Alfred, 
added, ‘However, this is no 
time to pause for pointing with 
pride. The 669 people in our 
county currently under medi- 
cal supervision for tuberculosis 
are evidence that the job of 
eradicating TB is far from ov- 
er.” 

The twins said that remind- 
ers are now being sent to local 
residents, urging them to mail 
in their contributions if they 
have not already done so. 

In addition to fighting tuber- 
culosis, the Christmas Seal 
funds will be used for research 
and education on other respira- 
tory diseases, they concluded.

unethical methods to arrive at 
their objective — domination 
of the Republican party,” 
Britschgi said. 

“There is room in the party 
for many shades of opinion,” 
Britschgi concluded. 

Britschgi won re-election to 
his assembly seat in last No- 
vember’s election by an over- 
whelming majority.

Honorary Life Memberships 


Thirteen members of the 
PTA of the Menlo Park City 
School District were awarded 
Honorary Life Memberships 
at the annual Founders’ Day 
Tea held yesterday at Laurel 
School. 

Members of the five PTAs 
in the schools met to comme- 
morate the 66th anniversary 
of the founding of the PTA and 
to honor five men and eight 
women for their distinctive 
record of outstanding service 
to youth. 

Oscar H. Olson, a past super- 

intendent of the Menlo Park 
Schools, introduced former re- 
cipients of the Honorary Life 
Membership. 
John Richert, who became 
the first business manager of 
the elementary schools in 1954, 
was presented the first award 
on behalf of the district coor- 
dinating committee of PTA by 
Franklyn White, superintend- 
ent of schools. 

“The business manager’s pri- 
mary concern is making a real- 
istic budget,” White said. “To 
Richert, budget figures cannot 
be divorced from children and 
their needs. To him, budget fig- 
ures indicate the amount and 
place where money would best 
be spent to do the most good 
for the most children.

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In the Garden: 


Flowering Hedges Aren t New, 
But Are Varied, Easily Grown 


pact in their growth, demand 
practically no attention in the 
way of watering or feeding and 
indestructable. 
The flowers come in shades of 
pink and rose or in white, ap- 
pearing in spring and early 
summer against the dark green 


If your ideal hedge is always 
clipped and formal, stop read- 
ing here. What follows is a plug 
for the informal flowering 
hedge — a thing of beauty as 
well as a functional addition 
to the garden. 

A flowering hedgerow is no- 
thing new. They were popular 
long ago when the Ragged Ro- 
bin rose and various other ros- 
es were used to make an im- 
penetrable line along the boun- 
dary of country places. But 
their use in city gardens is rela- 
tively limited and the material 
with which the gardener can 
draw a line today is vastly 
greater — at least in concept 
— than it was in generations 
past. 

Before considering other 
flowering hedges, however, 
let’s first look at the familiar. 
With either the floribunda or 
grandiflora roses of today the 
gardener can have a much wid- 
er choice and a more beautiful 
rose hedge than he ever could 
before. Because of their com- 
pact growth habits, floribun- 
das are generally the favorites 
of most nurserymen for hedg- 
ing. Try a row of them down 
the drive or to mark the line 
of your front walk. You'll be 
pleased with the colorful re- 
sults. 

Plant hedging roses closer 
together than you normally 
would in he rose garden but 
other than that give them the 
same treatment as ever — plen- 
ty of sun and water, regular 
feeding and enough pruning 
to keep them compact. 

A hedge of flowering quince 
is one of the most attractive 
of all flowering hedges — not 
when clipped, as so many gar- 
deners seem to think necessary 
— but when left in relatively 
unregulated growth. Quinces 
are early blooming — as early 
as February in some gardens 
— and their bloom lingers well 
into spring. 

Don’t plant them where you 
have to trespass very often, for 
their thorniness is unbearable. 
Use quinces wherever you 
would discourage traffic and 
enjoy their delicate flowers 
each spring. 

For gardeners with little 
time for gardening a hedge of 
rockroses is an ideal solution.
